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The School Vote: 

Real - and Property - Values 

The proposed location, as well as the forthcoming bond elec¬ 
tion May 5 for a new elementary school, has been studied anc 
debated for many months. Now that the time approaches for 
the results to be tabulated in ballots, what is the summing up. 

The location of the school is debatable only on the grounds 
of property values. But the bond issue is related to a far wider 
field—the need of student housing, regardless of where the loca- 

The latter is a generality that has won the field, because its 
cause is based upon a formula as simple as that which operates 
on the theory that two*plus two equals four. 

With an increase of population, which we have, we also have 
an increase of children. Therefore, the student housing that was 
provided 10 or 20 years ago cannot be expected to fulfill present 
needs— especially when the present is being crowded by the 
rapidly increasing needs of the immediate future. 

It's as simple as that. We must provide more room in which 
to educate the children, just as we already are providing more 
subdivisions, more homes, and more facilities-in-general for their 

parents. , , . 

But what about the effect of a new school, at Highland and 

Canon, upon property values? 

According to a local realtor, the first questions asked by 
clients are: “What kind of a school system do you have? Are 
you on double sessions?” 

The answers affect property values for the entire community. 
Clients are not interested in buying in a school district with 
admittedly inadequate housing facilities.

"Mirror, Mirror on tl/e Wall .. 

W HETHER mirrors are on the 
wall, or on a dressing table or 
in some other place, small chil¬ 
dren usually find them fascinating. 

They view themselves, particu¬ 
larly for the first time, with won¬ 
der and amazement. The same 
holds true for household pets.

The exception lies in how you 
figure the distance in order to de¬ 
termine exposure. When photo¬ 
graphing your subject’s reflection 
in a mirror, the distance becomes 
the sum of the distance from your 
camera to the subject and from 


the mirror to the subject. 

You can use either photoflash or 
photoflood lamps for your illumi¬ 
nation, but if small children or 
pets are your subject, you’ll prob¬ 
ably want to use the faster, more 
convenient flash method. 

You can do this with a simple 
camera. But if you are using an 
adjustable type, you should use 
the smallest lens opening in order 
to achieve the greatest depth nf 
field and bring the reflection of 
your subject into sharp focus. 

The subject possibilities of mir¬ 
ror-shooting are unlimited as are 
the possibilities for creating both

POSTURE IS IMPORTANT 

"Bank balance” and how to 
improve it is a subject which 
never fails to get attention. An¬ 
other type of balance which is 
increasingly recognized as be¬ 
ing important in relation to 
"bank balance” is “body bal¬ 
ance” or correct posture. Cor¬ 
rect posture is important to 
health and is as essential as a 
comfortable bank balance is to 
the enjoyment of life. Without 
health even a bulging bank 
balance cannot make life very 
enjoyable. Better health is one 
of the surest ways to higher 
earnings; bad body balance or 
poor posture undermines good 
health and assurance of sus¬ 
tained earnings. 

A healthy bank balance indi¬ 
cates initiative, intelligence and 
thrift. Good body balance indi¬ 
cates the possessor’s awareness 
of his most valuable physical 
assets, and his intelligence and 
thrift in safeguarding them. 
Being physically balanced and 
poised by habit, he finds these 
qualities carrying over into his 
mental and emotional life. Dis¬ 
asters and illness which find 
others off balance and poorly 
prepared, he meets with equili¬ 
brium and poise, and a mini¬ 
mum of sickness or disease. 

The individual who practices 
body balance and poise will not 
permit his desire for bank bal¬ 
ance to get out of focus and 
drive him relentlessly to ex¬ 
cessive work, nervous and mus¬ 
cular tension, occupational dis¬ 
tortions and finally to bent and 
twisted physical and mental 
breakdown. Practicing good 
posture by habit he is on the 
lookout for signs of tension 
which would disturb his bal¬ 
ance such as a twisted tilt of 
the head and neck, the droop¬ 
ing and rounder shoulders, the 
curved spine, the high hip, the 
short leg, and the twisted knee 
or foot: The least sign of un¬ 
balance he realizes calls for 
immediate correction and alert 
and habitual attention. 

When body balance becomes 
body unbalance organic dis¬ 
orders may follow. This is a 
direct threat to the bank bal¬ 
ance which has no greater ene¬ 
my than sickness which causes 
time lost from work in addition 
to doctors and hospital bills. 
Current expenses continue on 
with monotonous regularity 
whether one is on the job or 
convalescing off the job. 

This dreary prospect need not 
cause alarm for usually poor 
posture CAN be corrected by 
the individual who will use 
average will power and intelli¬ 
gence and seek counsel com¬ 
parable to what he would ask 
regarding a business condition 
which threatened his bank bal¬ 
ance. 

This is not an attempt to 
over state the importance of 
body balance but rather to cor 
rectly evaluate something 
which is too often overlooked. 

Next week we will list the 
consequences of some of the 
effects of poor body balance.

From Raymond Pease: 

Those who attended the ad¬ 
dress on “Our Public Schools” 
by Dr. Edward Rowins last Fri¬ 
day evening heard one of the 
best presentations of the sub¬ 
ject of our time. The speaker, 
in pointing out the need of an 
informed public, stated that 
much of the wild criticism that 
has disturbed many of our 
cities was due to lack of sound 
information. 

For that reason, many were 
excited over the charges 
brought by radical pessimists, 
special interests, and groups 
that would throttle the people’s 


control of the educational proc¬ 
ess. There are several things, 
he stated, that the Individual 
voter can do about present 
problems: first, to seek for 
sound information; secondly, 
to make contacts with the 
schools and teachers; and, 
thirdly, to vote for the best can¬ 
didates for the school boards, 
and thus insure the safety of 
public education. 

He quoted from some of our 
greatest American leaders to 
show their support for free pub¬ 
lic schools, notably Thomas 
Jefferson: "If a nation expects 


to be ignorant and free in a 
state of civilization, it expects 
what never was and never will 
be.” 

Quoting from the poem, 
“Building a Temple,” the 
speaker emphasized the idea 
that the Temple reared by the 
teacher may well be the noblest 
structure man can raise; “that 
spiritual temple, that house not 
made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.”
